MAKBV TRUMAN'S TIME FACTOU 


Two fixed and Immutable dates face President 


Truman and must Influence his thought and action. 
One Is the Congressional Election 
of 
1946; 
the 


other Is the Presidential Election of 1948. There 
Is nothing he con do about them; the Constitution 
determined all that long ago. He can, as Presi- 
dent, reject pressures from individuals; he cannot 
dodge the pressure of time. 


I was recently discussing this question with a 


Kroup of gentlemen and one mode tho point that 
in stressing these two dates, I was ascribing to the 
President low motives. Curiously, this defender of 
presidential integrity failed 
to understand 
the 


seriousness of this phase of Mr. Truman's ordeal. 
For should the Republicans carry the 194G Con- 
gressional Election, his administration would suf- 
fer all of Herbert Hoovcrls difficulties, since most 
of Hoover's troubles arose from the unworkability 
of government when the Executive is of one party 
and Congress of another. As for 1948. the Presi- 
dent who did not aspire to at least one re-election 
would hardly be human. 


Mr. Truman's task then Is to reach decisions 


speedily in fields In which his experience is scant. 
Granted that he is possessed of common sense, 
dne instincts and a normal American reaction to 
his country's problems: nevertheless, he does face 
these time pressures, and he has had little prepara- 
tion to meet them. It is remarkable that he has 
done so well. 


Analyzing the situation objectively, this seems 


to be the'situation that Harry Truman will face 
in 1946; 


If the war with Japan ends this year and most 


of our boys are home, or on their way home, and 
if reconversion has taken place without excessive 
unemployment, the 1946 Congressional campaign 
will probably not be too ferocious. It is probable 
that by that time our relations with Russia and 
England vn\\ be sufficiently stabilized. The Repub- 
licans will undoubtedly go to the country on the 
economy issue, emphasizing the need 
for lower 


government expenditures and lower taxes—which 
will, by that time, seem more Important than now. 


If, on the other hand, the Far Eastern War 


projects itself into 194B; if the casualty lists in- 
crease tremendously; if food shortages continue 
within the United States or grow worse; if our re- 
lotions with Russia are ugly; if a goodlv share of 
the troops arc still fighting, the Republicans will 
have an excellent opportunity to win the 1946 
Congressional Election. They will be aided by the 
inevitable spilt In the labor unions between the 
reconstituted Communist party and the anti-Com- 
munist workers. 


No President in office dare dodge these factors.

INSOMNIA IS NOT DANGEROUS 


There is no question but that nervous and emo- 


tional individuals do not sleep as well as others 
but there Ii no question also but that the results 
of not sleeping well are not as serious as these in- 
dividuals think. 
That is, a careful physical 


examination would fail to show any real damage 
to the body generally or to the nerves themselves 


However, sleep is as important as food and 


everybody needs a certain amount of sleep in order 
to carry on their everyday work. If an individual 
lias been getting his needed sleep and then begins- 
lo suffer with sleeplessness or insomnia, it mav 
mean some oncoming nervous or even mental 
trouble. 


In the "Medical Journal of Australia," Dr. S. E. 


Jones states that the majority of patients with in- 
somnia suffer no physical reaction to prolonged 
sleeplessness. Li! tic sleep is required to remove 
the effects of fatigue and to maintain life. 


There arc two kinds of sleep, one Ix-inj: physio- 


lope that is what the tired body actually needs to 
get rid of wastes and start the body processes work- 
ing fully again lo maintain life, and the other being 
psychologic (for Ihe mind) and its amount is de- 
termined by the habit and custom of the individual. 
If the psychologic <minil) amount of sleep is de- 
creased Ihe Individual may not be as clear headed 
as he should IT or may act in an odi! manner but 
this is hie emotional resjvmsc la (h» disturbance 
of the habit of sleep. Olhfr results of lack of sleep 
are Irritability, inability lo conrvnlraJe. loss of 
interest and depression. I--ick of sleep jnav be 
the alibi for avoiding responsibility.

Pass, Luzon—Jim Head used to 
hunt with'falcons in Saudi Arabia. 
Now he hunts with war dogs on 
Luzon. 
And this time it's not 


birds he's hunting but Japs. 


I was chewing the rag with him 
here. A German shepherd named 
Captain lay under the cot on 
which Head sat. Somebody tossed 
a cigarette on the floor without 
putting it out. 


Head spoke softly: "Captain!" 
The dog emerged and stood at- 


tentively. 


"Put out the cigarette," 


Head. 


said 


Captain 
sniffed 
and 
looked 


around, spotted the smoking butt, 
slapped a paw on it, and the deed 
was done. 


Captain has other tricks, but 


Head emphasizes that this stuff 
is extracurricular and has noth- 
ing to do with the war-dog busi- 
ness. 


Head—First 
Lieut. James S. 


Head, Carlyle, III.—is command- 
ing officer of the 26th Infantry 
Scout Dog Platoon. , His outfit 
came overseas in June of '44 and 
saw action at Biak. Aitape and 
Morotai before coming to Luzon, 
where it has been working with 
the 26th or "Tropic Lightning" 
Division around Balete Pass. 


Jim brought 31 dogs to the 


Pacific. Now there arc only 12. 
Three have been killed—two of 
them by grenades in the Balete 
fighting. Most of the other losses 
have been due to shellshock. 


"Dogs are very sensitive to ar- 


tillery." Jim said. 
"We usually 


give a shcllshocked dog to some 
oulfit further back, as a mascot." 


A war dog can detect enemy 


soldiers as far as 800 yards away 
if the wind is right, Jim said. 


The dogs arc specialists—some 


serving as scouts with palrols, 
somc'as messengers. 
They have 


carried battle messages as" far as 
three miles here. They are also 
used in sentry duty. 


"We've run more than 


palrols." Jim said. 
"Until 


700 


came to Luzon we had never had 
n patrol lhat was accompanied by 
i dog fired on unexpectedly. Up 
here it has been tougher. The 


wind currents fn these mountains 
are tricky. I've had five men 
wounded, all in the Balete area." 


Some infantry officers have a 


high regard for the war dogs' 
work. 
Others aren't "believers," 


Jim explained. 


Most of the dogs were donated 


to . ,the 
Army 
Quartermaster 


Corps. The dog corps is a Quar- 
termaster unit, but those elements 
sent to this theatre have been 
transferred to the infantry. 
So 


Head and his men are entitled to. 
wear the combat infantry badge 
—and are proud of it. 


Captain was donated by a resi- 


dent of Oakland, Cal., who had 
given him that name. This pla- 
toon's dogs are all German shep- 
herds or crosses of that strain 
except for one Norwegian elk- 
hound. There used to be an Irish 
setter, but he was killed by a 
land, mine on Morotai, 


Jim Head is 29. He has a wife 


and two children. He did petro- 
leum exploration work in Arabia 
in 1938-40 for the California Ara- 
bian Standard Oil Co.

Strictly speak- 
ing the United States had the 
right to oppose the step, but it 
it had done so, it would have de- 
stroyed Pan-American solidarity 
and wrecked the San Francisco 
conference. Was the Argentine is- 
sue worth such a catastrophe? 


The nations south of the Rio 


Grande had banded together on a 
question of principle. They asked: 
Should any nation be barred be- 
cause some other country disliked 
its form of government? This could 
mean, the Latin Americans said, 
that Russia could ban any govern- 
ment unless it was Communistic. 


The Latin-American delegates 


reached such a high pitch of 
emotion over the affair as to serve 
notice that unless the moral com- 
mitment they gave at Mexico City 
to allow Argentina to adhere to 
the act of Chapultepec was fulfilled, 
they would have no further faith 
in any agreements made at San 
Francisco. 


The United States delegation 


didn't like Argentina's Fascist gov- 
ernment any more than did the 
Russians but when the issue arose, 
all members of the American dele-

General Omar N. Bradley said to- 
day that "with the inevitable de- 
feat of Japan and the ending of 
hostilities the American people 
shall be faced with the need ol 
redefining the role of our military 
forces in the life of our nation 
and in the conduct of its relation- 
ship with other nations." 


In an address prepared for de- 


livery at graduation exercises at 
Hie U. S. Military Academy, the 
commander of the 12th Army 
group said the United States and 
the. other Allied governments have 
indicated they shall "accept the 
principle 
of 
international 
co- 


operation among the nations ol 
the world." 


General Bradley said that "by 


retaining the core of a profes- 
sional (armed) force about which 
we can mobilize a great citizen 
army — perhaps 
systematically 


trained through some form of mili- 
tary service—we can establish the 
foundation stone of a system of 
national and international secur- 
ity." 


In the event that 'America 


elects to insure peace "in'company 
with other nations" by the use o 
military power "to enforce their 
diplomacy wo must stand ready to 
provide that power," he told the 
graduates. 


The four-star general, recalling 


D-Day and the invasion of Norm- 
andy a year ago, told the cadets 
that the "war in Europe was won 
by the great strength of the na- 
tion—soldier and civilian workins 
together.'"

The key chapter of the develop-

That is the section which is di- 
rectly tied up by the veto dispute 
since the small nations want to 
know exactly how far any one 
great power could go in blocking 
even peaceful efforts to prevent 
ar. 
Section B, however, is that cov- 


ering enforcement arrangements 
which the security 'council could 
use to restore or preserve peace, 
and it was approved by the com- 
mittee. Its main.provisions are: 


The council would have power 


to determine a 'threat to the 
peace, breach of the peace or act 
of aggression" and might either 
recommend or order measures to 
restore order. 


It could freeze a threatening 


situation and if the disputing na- 
tions failed to heed its orders to 
stop making trouble it could take 
that failure in account in its fur- 
ther steps. 


Short of using armed force the 


council could then back up its de- 
cisions with such things as "com- 
plete or partial investigation of 
rail, sea, air, postal, telegraphic, 
radio and other means, of com- 
munication and the severance of 
diplomatic and economic relations." 


Other means having failed it 


could send United Nations land, 
sea and air forces into action. 


It would get these forces from 


member nations, especially the big 
powers, and it should take the in- 
itiative in setting up treaties with 
the member nations to state ex- 
actly how many.forccs each would 
make available to it.
